The subject matters of claims 1-7 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. 

Documents 1-3 describe a method for synthesizing P-aminoketone by subjecting an a, P-unsaturated 
ketone compound and a carbamate compound to conjugate addition reaction in the presence of a catalyst. 

However, those docxmients do not describe or suggest that salts or salt hydrates of transition metals that 
belong to element groups 7-1 1 in the periodic table are used as the said catalyst, and this feature is not obvious 
to a person skilled in the art. 
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
